THE COST OF STRIFE. 
As roflected‘in the fortnightly 
report of the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce published 
by us on Saturday and as told in 
another column of _this_issuo, 
Hongkong is undor the oloud of 
a& business slump. During the 
past four yoars business has 
novor been back to pre-war level 
and it has cortainly boen a long 
behind the boom yoar of 
Merchants, native as woll 
as foreign, lave long since folt 
the eflucts of the unsettled con; 
ditions prevailing in South China. 
Tho large province of Kwangsi 
has for many long months boon 
virtually cut off from foreign 
trade, owing to uncertain and 
dangerous communications and 
also owing to tho inability of the 
people, by reason of military 
exactions, to purchase tho goods 
they would normally have bought. 
In Canton and Kwangtung con- 
ditions havo also heen bad fora 
long while, and an intensification 
of those conditions has - come 
about by reason ‘of the catas- 
tropho which last month visited 
Canton. The effects of the 
Canton trouble havo been very 
quickly folt end thoir duration 
all doponds on how’ soon or how 
long it will take for tho general 
populace to regain confidence 
in those in authority, The war 
around Shanghai and. in. North 
China has largoly puts stop to the 
intorport {rade—a largor factor 
in our trado than most people 
realise, and the local. merchant 
today is faced with growing 
stocks and fow ordors. Thoro 
aro many, rumours curront re- 
garding the seriousnoss of tho 
slump. But it is to bo hoped 
that conditions will so improve 
and confidence be so restored 
within the noxt fow wouks as to 
make a resumption of business o 
normal consequence,
